The Merrimack county delegation met at the Merri- 
mack county farm on the above date. Meeting held in 
farm chapel. 

In the absence of the chairman the meeting was 
called to order by the clerk, Mr. Thompson. 

On motion of Mr. Ahern of Concord, Mr. Baker of 
Bow was elected temporary chairman. 

The roll call showed forty-two present and eight 
absent. 

Mr. Sullivan, chairman of the county commissioners, 
explained the financial condition and appropriation, that 
while the county was authorized to issue bonds to 
pay for the city’s interest in the court house, instead 
thereof the money has been raised by an issuance of 
notes. ‘The commissioners expect to pay the note of 
$20,000 this year, $5,000 already paid on note. 
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Mr. Sullivan recommends that a telephone on main 
line be added to county farm, so that there may be direct 
communication with Concord. 

Question. Will the delegation grant permission to 
the county commissioners to sell a farm which was deeded 
to the county for the support of an inmate.

We find there is urgent need of immediate action to 
be taken to relieve the present conditions, either by re- 
modelling or by building a new court house. 

It has not seemed best to this committee, to make tem- 
porary repairs or temporary arrangements for increased 
accommodations for the officials and the public. 

We find the probable cost of a new building, of size 
and arrangements suitable for many years to come, to 
be about $65,000, including all furnishings. 

We find the cost of remodelling the present structure 
and making a practically new building, to be about 
$35,000, including all furnishings. 

The committee strongly recommend the remodelling 
of the present structure, believing it to be a saving of 
from $25,000 to $30,000 to the county, and feeling sat- 
isfied of obtaining the same results as from a new build- 
ing. 

The committee recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS, 





To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


The Commissioners of Merrimack County herewith 
submit the annual reports of the county commissioners, 
_treasurer, superintendent of the farm and house of 
correction, clerk of the supreme court, sheriff, jailer, 
county solicitor, farm physician, chaplain and auditors 
for the year ending December 31, 1905. 


COUNTY FARM. 


This institution, located at North Boscawen, has been 
under the same management as for the last two years, 
Mr.and Mrs. W. H. Milton, as superintendent and 
matron, having cared for the inmates and supervised 
the several departments connected with the institution 
in a very satisfactory and economical manner. We 
believe there is no institution of the kind in the state 
where the inmates are better cared for than at the farm 
at North Boscawen. 

The almshouse is one of the best, every room is 
light and pleasantly situated, and cleanliness prevails 
throughout every department. The inmates are sup- 
plied with good wholesome food, and instead of com- 
plaints we often hear the remark from the inmates 
themselves that they are well satisfied. 

The buildings have been painted outside this season 
and are in very good repair; the products of the farm 
exceeded those of last season. We have supplied the 
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buildings with modern fire extinguishers and purchased 
a good supply of ladders, which materially increases 
the fire protection. 

F. A. Bakeman, M. D., has continued to minister to 
those needing medical advice, and we have been very 
fortunate in securing good, faithful nurses, thus adding 
much to the comfort of the inmates. 

Thanksgiving and Christmas are most enjoyable 
days atthe institution. On Thanksgiving day a special 
dinner is provided, and on Christmas, turkey with the 
usual relishes is furnished and heartily enjoyed. 

A Christmas tree loaded with presents from friends of 
the inmates, supplemented. with many and useful gifts 
from the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, and 
an entertainment also furnished by that organization, 
together with other friends, make the day one long to 
be remembered. 

We wish here to thank the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union and other friends of the institution who 
have done so much for the entertainment and good of 
the inmates during the year. 

Rev. L. W. Phillips, of Franklin, has had the 
spiritual welfare of the institution under his charge 
another year, and we are well satisfied that we made no 
mistake in appointing him to the position, and hope his 
services may long be continued. 


COUNTY POOR AWAY FROM FARM. 


There has been a marked decrease in this item dur- 
ing the year, which we think is largely accounted for 
by the frequent settlements with towns, which has been 
quarterly instead of yearly, as formerly. By this means 
the commissioners have been enabled to keep in closer 
touch with the county charges through the overseers of 
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the poor of the several towns. We wish to thank the 
overseers of the poor of each town for their co-opera- 
tion, which has made it possible to show such favorable 
reduction in the cost of maintenance away from the 


farm. 
JAIL. 


This institution, since April, has been under the 
management of George A. S. Kimball, sheriff. We 
have made some improvements in the building, such as 
the furnishing of carpets, curtains and other household 
articles that were needed, and have also inspected the 
premises on several occasions and have invariably found 
the place neatly kept. We have also added electric 
lights to the house and jail, at a cost of $207.77. Fire 
extinguishers have also been provided. 


COURT HOUSE. 


At a meeting of the Merrimack County Delegation, 
held April 21, 1905, it was voted that the county build- 
ing be remodeled, and that a sum not exceeding thirty- 
five thousand dollars ($35,000) be appropriated for 
such remodeling and furnishing. 

Several plans were submitted to the commissioners, 
and after due consideration those of Forrest and Cun- 
ningham were accepted ; the commissioners then adver- 
tised for bids, and the general contract was awarded to 
Charles L. Fellows & Co., for $29,500. 

Contract for heating and plumbing was awarded to 
Lee Bros. Co., for $3,148. 

Contract for electric wiring and gas piping was 
awarded to F. W. Landon & Co., for $293.25. 

Work was soon commenced and is now progressing 
under the above contracts.

Frank Davis and Fred Battis, who were indicted for 
assault attempt to kill; Davis was sentenced to state prison 
for not less than eight years or more than twelve, and 
Battis to not less than six years or more than ten. 

There are several civil actions on the docket brought by 
the state against bondsmen on liquor bonds. 

Those cases have been continued pending determination 
of a law question in the supreme court, on which the 
method of trying these cases depended. 

During the year eight persons have been sent to the 
state prison for various crimes. 

Thirteen have been sentenced and committed to either 
the jail or house of correction, and two have been com- 
mitted to the industrial school.
